issues at their earliest callable 
date if a saving to the school dis­ 
trict can be affected thereby. 
BETTER INTEREST RATE 
The 1957 issue for the York 
Springs Elementary School will 
be callable in 1967 and the sec­ 
ond issue which provided funds 
for the new Bermudian Springs 
High School and for the East Ber­ 
lin Elementary School in 1959 will 
be callable in 1969. The money 
received from the sale of the new 
issue wil lbe placed in escrow 
until the other

crats responsible for getting Pres- 
ident Kennedy's domestic pro- 
gram through the House don't be-

Tuesday's elections 


made their job any easier. 


They hold this view although 


the House lineup was changed 
only slightly—from a Democratic 
majority of 261 to 174 in the last 
Congress to 259 to 176 in the new 
one. 


A cold analysis of the results 


doesn't give any indication that 
the new House will be any more 
liberal-minded than its predeces- 
«ff. 
NOT OVERJOYED 


While publicly elated over the 


fact that Democratic losses were 
far less than normal for an off- 
year election, party experts pri- 
vately find little to be overjoyed 
about. 


They point out that while the 


addition 
of liberal Democrats 


from such states as California 
has 
swelled the 
pro-Kennedy 


ranks, results in other areas have 
tjjinned them out again. 


In Alabama, for instance, three 


Democrats normally classified as 
Kennedy supporters on domestic 
legislation ran in the last three 
positions among Democrats in a 
statewide race in which eight 
eight Democrats were returned to 
the House. 
ALABAMA CITED 


That, plus the fact that Sen. 


Lister Hill of Alabama almost lost 
to a Republican, is likely to make 
the entire Alabama delegation be 
more conservative-minded. And it 
also may give pause to a hand- 
ful 
of other Southerners who 


backed Kennedy more often than 
not. 


Adding to the Democrats'prob- 


lems was the defeat of six Dem- 
ocrats in districts which, because 
of redistricting, pitted incumbent 
Democrats against incumbent Re- 
publicans. Five of the losers nor- 
mally were supporters of the 
President's program. 


In some districts, liberal Dem- 


ocrats upset incumbent Republi- 
cans, while in others some liberal 
Democrats were unseated by con- 
servative Republicans.

(Continued From Pogo I) 
peace-time damage because the 
shelters will be used only in case 
of national emergency—no tests 
will ever be held there. 
Weaver added that the buildings 
listed as public fallout shelters 
need not be unlocked, nor public 
entry guaranteed at all times. If 
an emergency arises then the 
owner will be asked to unlock the 
buildings, otherwise there will be 
no use of the shelter by the public. 
After the places are designed 
and the signs placed, the county 
will receive a shipment of foods 
and other supplies including water 
containers and sanitary equipment. 
There will lie sufficient supplies to 
place in each approved shelter 
for 
the 
number 
of 
persons 
who may use it for two-week 
periods. The local Civil Defense 
organization will have the task 
of transferring the supplies from 
a central location in the county 
to the shelters and will also have 
the job of filling the water con­ 
tainers and placing the supplies 
for future use.

The question of calendar re­ 
form—apparently using calendar 
proposals advanced rn United Na 
tions bodies—cam e up in the dis­ 
cussion of reform* in liturgy, or 
public worship. 
SECOND PHASE MAY 12 
Several prelates here have said 
calendar reform, rn that it would 
require 
agreement 
from 
other 
churches, could serve the cause 
ot Christian 
unity. 
Pope 
John 
XXIII called the current council 
with an aim of clearing a path to 
closer contacts between Catholics 
and non-Catholics. 
At Monday's closed meeting in 
St. Peter's, a spokesm.m said it 
was also announced that the sec­ 
ond phase of the council would 
open May 12 and close June 29, 
the feast day of Sts. Peter and 
Paul. The council opened Oct. ll 
and will recess Dec. 8. 
In the interval between Dec. 8 
and May 12, a .spokesman said,

will 
con­ 
tinue with drafting commissions 
meeting. 
FIXED IN NICAEA 
Easter, according to the Roman 
calendar used in the West, comes 
on the first Sunday after the first 
full moon occurring on or after 
March 21, the start of spring. This 
means 
Easter 
falls 
between 
March 22 and April 25. Procedure 
for establishing the Easter holi­ 
day was fixed by the Council of 
Nicaea in 325 
Orthodox churches say Easter 
must always fall after the Jewish 
Passover. Therefore the date for 
Easter in Eastern countries does 
not always coincide with Easter 
in the Wast. There have been ef­ 
forts to fix a single day for Easter 
in the past. In 1928, the British 
House of Commons recommended 
that Easter always be the first 
Sunday after the second Saturday 
in April.

PITTSBURGH (A P)-A nation­ 
wide 
conference of 
churchmen 
has listed automation, the popula­ 
tion explosion, and other economic 
problems as a great challenge to 
the church, second only to the 
threat of annihilation through war. 
Some 432 delegates from mem­ 
ber denominations of the National 
Council of Churches held a four- 
day conference 
here on 
“The 
Church and Economic Life,” end 
ing Sunday. 
In its concluding report, the 
conference 
cited 
the 
danger 
caused by the accelerating rise in 
the world’s population. The report 
said “attention must be given to 
education for population control, 
and it urged increased care in 
conserving natural resources. 
Automation—in whichc machines 
are designed to operate alone 
without 
human 
direction—was 
termed a “new industrial revolu 
tion" which may yield a life a 
ease but which may be harmful 
in “draining off the work which 
till recently almost filled life.” 
Focussing on American life in 
particular, the report said that the 
increasing mobility of the popula 
tion poses problems and that the 
churches must help find ways for 
people to “develop a portable re­ 
sponsibility” so they will fit in 
readily in new communities. 
The dun dies were also urged 


to seek ways of dealing with the 
“puzzling contemporary family.” 
One of the conference’s study 
groups took up the question of 
American foreign aid to Commu­ 
nist countries and reported that 
such aid is not necessarily bad. 
“Not all the inhabitants cf Com­ 
munist countries are devoted to 
the ;x>lides which menace the 
non-Communist world," the group 
said, “There are times when care­ 
fully designated amaounts of U. S. 
aid can strengthen the position of 
elements in the leadership of these 
countries, concerned for national 
independence and peace. There 
are other times when we should 
withhold aid because we know it 
will be misused.” 
A participant, the Rev. Charles 
C. West of Princeton Thelogical 
Seminary, said the group had 
talked over 
such countries as 
Yugoslavia and Poland, birt had 
decided to state its position only 
in general terms without specify­ 
ing countries.

LOADED WITH WATER 
The rocket’s upper two stages 
will be loaded with water. Two 
minutes and 55 .seconds after lift­ 
off, when the Saturn has reached 
its apex and performance tests 
have been completed, the rockcet 
will be blown apart, spewing the 
water into the ionosphere. 
NASA said this should form an 
ice cloud about five miles across. 
Scientists will observe and photo­ 
graph the cloud, seeking more in­ 
formation on the atmospheric pro­ 
cesses that lead to electrification. 
Similar experiments were con­ 
ducted at lower altitudes on the 
earlier tests. 
All told, there are IO tests of 
this model, the Saturn Cl, on 
NASA’s schedule. By late 1964 or 
early 1965, the agency said, the 
big booster should be ready to 
send the three-man Apollo space­ 
craft into earth orbit for flights 
of up to two weeks.

FIXED DATE FOR 
EASTER URGED 
ON CATHOLICS 


By BENNET M. BOLTON 


VATICAN CITY (AP)-Study of 


a perpetual calendar with a fixed 
date for Easter was urged Monday 
at the Roman Catholic Ecumeni- 
cal Council. 


A spokesman said speakers in 


the closed council meeting de- 
clared such a world calendar 
could be especially significant for 
both religious and civil life if 
done in conjunction with other 
churches, especially those in the 
East. 


The question of calendar re- 


form—apparently using calendar 
proposals advanced in United Na- 
tions bodies—came up in the dis- 
cussion of reforms in liturgy, or 
publk worship. 
SECOND PHASE MAY 12 


Several prelates here have said 


calendar reform, in that it would 
require agreement from 
other 


churches, could serve the cause 
ot Christian unity. Pope John 
XXIII called the current council 
with an aim of clearing a path to 
closer contacts between Catholics 
and non-Catholics 


At Monday's closed meeting in 


St. Peter's, a spokesman said it 
was also announced that the sec- 
ond phase of the council would 
open May 12 and close June 29, 
the feast day of Sts. Peter and 
Paul. The council opened Oct. 11 
and will recess Dec. 8. 


In tie interval between Dec. 8 


and May 12, a spokesman said, 
the 
council's work wdl con- 


tinue with drafting commissions 
meeting. 
FIXED IN NICAEA 


Easter, according to the Roman 


calendar used in the West, comes 
on the first Sunday after the first 
full moon occurring on or after 
March 21, the start of spring. This 
means 
Easter 
falls 
between 


March 22 and April 25. Procedure 
for establishing the Easter holi- 
day was fixed by the Council of 
Nicaea in 325. 


Orthodox churches say Easter 


must always fall after the Jewish 
Passover. Therefore the date for 
Easter in Eastern countries does 
not always coincide with Easter 
in the West. There have been ef- 
forts to fix a single day for Easter 
in the past. In 1928, the British 
House of Commons recommended 
that Easter always be the first 
Sunday after the second Saturday 
in April.

MISSOURI vt. OKLAHOMA 
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School Merger Plan Cost 
Democrats 3 Senate Seats, 
Helped Scranton Victory

HARRISBURG (AP) — Republi- 


cans reaped the harvest from the 
seed of discontentment planted by 
the Democrats when they pushed 
through the compulsory school re- 
organization law in'1961. 


As a political issue, it cost the 


Democrats three Senate seats 
and control of the Senate and also 
contributed to Gov.-Elect Scran- 
ton's landslide victory over Dem- 
ocrat Richardson Dilworth. 
56 OPPOSED 


Another measure of the law's 


unpopularity was the fact that in 
106 school districts where the 
question of merging with neigh- 
boring districts was voted upon 
last Tuesday more than half the 
districts—56—voted "No." 


Particularly dismaying to the 


supporters of the program were 
tWe results in Tioga and Cameron 
counties. The State Council of 
Education already had approved 
reorganization plans for these two 
counties. In the case of Tioga 
County, the council had leaned 
over backwards to make excep- 
tions to the 4,000 minimum pu- 
pil population standard in the 


The Tioga County plan provided 


merger of the present 36 districts 
Into three districts with fewer 
than 4,000 pupils. 


By approving the formation oi 


these districts now, Tioga Coun- 
tians would have qualified for 
some $284,000 in additional state 
aid through the supplementary 
bonus offered under the present 
voluntary program of reorganiza- 
tion.
